From the Seat of War. 
Rev. G. W. Gallagher received the 
following letter today from his son, 
George: 
Near Malolos, April IO, ’99. 
Dear F ather:—There has been 
practically no change in our lines 
for a few days. 
We are somewhere 
about fifty miles from Manila. Some­ 
thing will happen very shortly. The 
campaign must, from our standpoint, 
be continued for some time. 
These 
people intend to fight. 
They are 
such fools that they do not know 
when they are whipped. 
When I 
wrote you my last letter we were 
beyond the water works. 
We are 
now considerably the other side of 
Malolos, the capitol of the insurgents. 
You have probably seen in the papers 
about the fighting. 
It has been very 
hard fighting. Americans who never 
lived here do not know what it means 
to fight in March in this climate. 
The insurgents had some of the finest 
entrenchments and breastworks in 
the world. The towns between here 
and Manila are all laid waste, once 
beautiful towns. 
The sights are 
terrible. 
The other day when we 
were staying in Mailoa, I was sent 
out with a scouting party. 
We 
passed a trench formerly occupied 
by the insurgents, the smell w as,fQ.oo oa .... 
something terrible, beyond descrip-1 ’ j ,_ 
_ 
tion. There were three dead niggers 
lying in the trench. 
A little further 
we passed two lying in n field, then 
four dead in a straw stack. On our 
return we picked up a wounded in-1 
surgent and carried him along with 
us. 
On the ground where Co. I, my 
company, did the fighting, there 
were forty-eight dead and wounded 
insurgents. That was a good record 
for Co. I. Gen. Hale was with our 
company during the fight. 
We have 
had such hard marching. One night 
we marched all night, and still kept 
on through the next day. I tell 
you it is no snap to march like that 
on poor rations in this climate. We 
volunteers feel bitter. The regulars 
are saved and we do the fighting. 
We enlisted to fight Spain, and not 
to fight niggers. 
Politics will never 
let us forget some things about this 
war. 
I must stop. 
Love to all.

said that 
they asked for Independence and lib­ 
erty with dignity, under the protection 
of the United States, and were now of­ 
fered nothing but the indefinite assur­ 
ance that individual natives ought to 
hold official positions under the pro­ 
posed government. The commissioners 
hxve great dread of the significance of 
future congressional legislation. 
They 
will accept not a single condition of 
those proposed, bqt will return dissat­ 
isfied to Aguinaldo and report the re­ 
sults. 
Maj. Zailclta, one of the com­ 
missioners, said: 
“As the ultimate form of government 
rests in the 
hands of the American 
congress, the 
present 
proposals are 
merely p ro v isio n a l. 
The result of the 
present plan would lie that Americans 
W 'ould be at the head of every depart­ 
ment of government, as the Filipinos’ 
tenure of office would depend upon the 
will of the Americans. 
We think we 
can get better terms.” 
A leading 
banker of 
Manila says: 
“The present proposals are only a mere 
repetition of the proposals of the com­ 
mission’s proclamation. 
That means 
that this is an American colony. You 
have adopted the imperialistic policy. 
Then why talk over matters with the 
envoys of a hostile force, which must 
be crushed before such a government 
as is proposed can be established?” 
J he opinion of military officials here 
is that the negotiating merely encour­ 
age the insurgents to hslil out for bet­ 
ter terms, especially 
since 
the com­ 
manding American general is not con­ 
sulted in the negotiations. 
Gen. Luna 
is bound to continue the fight for inde­ 
pendence. 
Negotiations which 
en­ 
courage the natives to hope to obtain 
great concessions n ay cost the lives of 
many American soldiers.

From the Seat of War. 
Rev. G. W. G allagher received the 
following letter today from his son, 
George: 
Near Malolos, April 10, ’99. 
D ear F a t h e r : 
There has been 
practically no change in our lines 
for a few days. 
We are somewhere 
about fifty miles from Manila. Some­ 
thing will happen very shortly. The 
campaign must, from our standpoint, 
be continued for some time. 
These 
people intend to fight. 
They are 
such fools th a t they do not know 
when they are whipped. 
When I 
wrote you my last letter we were 
beyond the w ater works. 
We are 
now considerably the other side of 
Malolos, the capitol of the insurgents. 
You have probably seen in the papers 
about the lighting. 
It. has been very 
hard fighting. 
Americans who never 
lived here do not know what it means 
to fight in March in this climate. 
The insurgents had some of the finest 
entrenchm ents and breastw orks in 
the world. 
The towns between here 
and Manila are all laid waste, once 
beautiful towns. 
The sights are 
terrible. 
The other day when we 
were staying in Mailoa, I was sent 
out with a scouting party. 
We 
passed a trench formerly occupied 
by the insurgents, the smell was 
something terrible, beyond descrip­ 
tion. 
There were three dead niggers 
lying in the trench. 
A little further 
we passed two lying in a field, then 
four dead in a straw stack. 
On our 
return wo picked up a wounded in­ 
surgent and carried him along with 
us. 
On the ground where Co. I, my 
company, did the fighting, there 
were forty-eight dead and wounded 
insurgents. 
T hat was a good record 
for Co. I. 
Gen. Hale was with our 
company during the fight. 
We have 
had such hard marching. 
One night 
we marched all night, and still kept 
on through the next day. 
1 tell 
you it is no snap to march like that 
on poor rations in this climate. 
We 
volunteers feel bitter. 
The regulars 
are saved and we do the fighting. 
We enlisted to fight Spain, and not 
to fight niggers. 
Politics will never 
let us forget some things about this 
war. 
I must stop. 
Love to all. 
Your loving son,

fying its friends’ predictions for it, as 
fast and far aa can be reasonably ex­ 
pected. 
But there are slgus of dan­ 
ger ahead, to which the friends of the 
protective policy will do well to take 
heed. The first of these is the weak­ 
ening of the loyalty of some protec­ 
tionists, through tho dream of expan­ 
sion and commerce aud exports by the 
annexation of the Philippines, and any 
other country we can lay our hands on. 
Repeatedly the fruits of the protection­ 
ist policy have been sacrificed through 
this craze for securing foreign mar­ 
kets. 
It was this which led the cotton 
manufacturers of England to acquies­ 
cence in the miserable compromise tar­ 
iff of 1835, as they felt sure that the 
recent improvements they had Intro­ 
duced into cotton spinning aud weav­ 
ing would make them masters of every 
foreign market. 
Their utter prostra­ 
tion was the result. 
It was this that made the manufac­ 
turers of woolens in New England to 
combine in 1883 with the free-trade 
party in effecting a reduction of the 
duty on both wool and woolens. Thoy 
believed that with cheaper wool they 
could do without much protection, and 
could export their woolens to every 
country 
that 
wore 
them. 
In six 
months three-fourths of their facto­ 
ries were shut down or were running 
on short time. 
The same craze now seems to have 
caught many of the makers of car­ 
pets and iron wares In our part of 
the country. They think that the tar­ 
iff Is no longer of any use to them, 
and that they would do even better 
under free trade, with low wages and 
cheap raw 
materials—Russian wool, 
and iron ore from everywhere. They 
also may “go for wool and come home 
shorn.”

pierced by rocks amidships, her fore­ 
holds are badly damaged, the bulk­ 
heads are practically useless, and even 
if she were got off the rocks I believe 
slie would sink. In my opinion the only 
remedy is a false bottom, which It 
would take a month to complete. I be­ 
lieve that even moderately rough 
weather In the mer utime would break 
up the ship.” Everything la in readi­ 
ness for to-day’s effort to float the ves­ 
sel lf the weather continues favorable. 
Another diver reported that the Paris 
has sustained heavy damage from her 
bow to a point seventy feet aft, but he 
thinks the principal damage Is inside 
the double bottom. 
The officers of the Paris still refuse 
to furnish any explanation of her get- 
t ng out of her course. An official of 
the board of trade boarded her for the 
purpose of obtaining some Information 
on the subject, but her officers refused 
to answer any question on the ground 
that the British board of trade has no 
Jurisdiction In the matter, and that the 
inquiry into the disaster must take 
place in the United States, as the Paris 
Is under the American flag.

The Evening Post then published a 
partial list of the offenders and held 
them up to scorn and contempt, and

The merchants In question concluded 
it was a waste of money to advertise 
In a newspaper 
which

Though 
there were a couple of partition walls 
between the two objects, the specta­ 
tors were astounded to see the rudder 
of the torpedo turning to the right or 
left at the will of the operator.

The first of these is the weak­ 
e n i n g of the loyalty of some protec­ 
tionists. through the dream of expan­ 
sion. a nd commerce and exports by tho 
annexation of the Philippines, and any 
other country we can lay our hands on. 
Repeatedly the fruits of the protection­ 
ist policy have been sacrificed through 
this craze for securing foreign m ar­ 
kets. 
It was this which led the cotton 
manufacturers of England to acquies­ 
cence in the miserable comptonline tar­ 
iff of 1835, as they felt sure that the 
recent Improvements they had intro­ 
duced into cotton spinning aud weav­ 
ing would make them masters of every 
fo r e ig n market. 
J ’heir utter prostra­ 
tion was the result. 
It was this that, made the manufac­ 
turers of woolens In New England to 
combine in 18X3 with tho free-trade 
party in effecting a reduction of the 
d uty on both wool and woolens. They 
believed that witli cheaper wool they 
could d o without much protection, and 
could export their woolens to every 
country 
that 
wore 
them. 
In six 
months three-fourths of their facto­ 
ries were shut down or were running 
on short time. 
The same craze now seems to have 
caught many of the makers of car­ 
pets and iron wares in our part of 
the country. They think that the tar­ 
iff is no longer of any use to them, 
and that they would do even better 
under free trade, with low wages nnd 
cheap 
raw 
materials 
Russian wool, 
and iron ore from everywhere.

air and created an appalling explosion, 
which wrought the death of over IOO 
miners. 
A spark from a truant lire 
balloon in the neighborhood of New 
York one 
celebration 
day 
drifted 
through the open door of a gun powder 
factory and created In a moment a 
miniature earthquake, slaying six men 
and wounding 
several others. 
An 
Italian countess, entering her chamber 
one evening with a stout stiletto bon­ 
net pin in her hand, stumbled over a 
pet dog and fell prostrate on the floor, 
the perilous pin piercing her heart and 
causing Instant 
death. 
The 
heart­ 
broken count, suspecting a Jealous no­ 
ble of the supposed murder, shot him 
dead on the street next day. The fol­ 
lowing night the brother of the mur­ 
dered man fatally stabbed the count 
After this triple tragedy the true cause 
of the trouble was revealed. 
A young 
bachelor in London, sanguine of par­ 
ticipating in the wealth of a certain 
country uncle, invited his rich relative 
to spend a week with him in town. 
During dinner one evening the nephew 
—quite unaware of the perilous char­ 
acter of the combination—passed Char­ 
treuse wine and bananas to his uncle, 
who partook freely of both, thus pro­ 
ducing a 
peculiarly 
potent 
poison, 
which caused his death. 
The nephew’s 
deep concern turned to dismay when 
he learned later that the absence of 
any will shattered his hopes of a for­ 
tune, and his chagrin prompted him to 
prematurely end 
his 
existence. 
A 
German family, seven in number, lost 
their lives by a somewhat unique ac­ 
cident. They slept in one large apart­ 
ment, lighted by gas. 
Before retiring 
the father hung his overcoat above the 
gas burner. During the night this gar­ 
ment slipped and fell on the tap, turn­ 
ing the gas full on, and so suffocating 
the slumbering inmates. 
A defect In 
an axle, so small as to escape the scru­ 
tiny of the vigilant platelayers, led to 
the most 
melancholy 
disaster 
ever 
known In the United States. 
The 
fated train caught fire, then left the 
rails and descended a steep declivity. 
In this appalling accident more than 
200 lives were lost. 
A trifling but ir- 
rejiarable 
misunderstanding between 
the captain and engineer of a stately 
steamship some years since led to the 
loss of the vessel, with 400 passengers 
and a costly cargo. The ship was steer­ 
ing through perilous seas, 
when the 
electric bell sounded “stop” to the en­ 
gine room. 
From some unexplained 
cause the signal was taken for “full 
speed ahead” and was so interpreted 
and obeyed, with the result that the 
huge vessel struck a rock and foun­ 
dered. 
A faulty link in a huge hoist­ 
ing chain caused one of the direst dis­ 
asters of its kind that ever occurred in 
the north of England. 
The chain w a s 
Attached to a colossal crane and snap­ 
ped at a critical moment, allowed some 
enormous iron girders to fall upon a 
score of workmen beneath, twelve of 
whom lost their lives thereby. 
A pop­ 
ular Polish tenor singer of operatic 
celebrity 
some years since lost his 
life by eating a milk scone in which a 
careless 
cook 
had 
unintentionally 
dropped a brass nail. 
The nail caused 
cancer, from which death ensued. 
A 
once renowned French actress lost her 
reason through a trifling occurrence. 
She was visiting at an ancient chateau 
In the vicinity of Mentone, when a 
friend challenged her to pass the night 
alone in an alleged haunted chamber. 
She accepted the challenge. During the 
night she called for aid, and an at 
tendant found her in a state of pitiful 
fright through certain uncanny sounds 
she had heard. 
Finally she developed 
a nervous disorder, which culminated 
in insanity. The ghostly visitants wert 
rats.

About a year ago a report was given 
of Henry Van Dreser’a poultry farm ­ 
ing. 
You were told of the high price 
lie got for his eggs, all of them going 
to one grocer on Fifth avenue, New 
York. 
It was reported also how many 
bens he intended to have laying this 
winter, and th at all the eggs were con­ 
tracted a t a fancy figure to one dealer. 
The report seemed alm ost incredible, 
but the business goes right on all the 
same, and the money is rolling in, 
writes T. B. Terry to Practical F ar­ 
mer. 
Mr. Van Dreser is one of the 
N. Y. Institute force and a man who 
succeeds when he 
undertakes 
any­ 
thing. He paid for a large, line farm, 
and made ais m ark in m e worlu by 
breeding Holsteins. 
A few years ago 
be became interested in the poultry 
business. 
Ile Bays they always kept 
hens, but they never watered mein rn 
winter, nor did they feed them proper­ 
ly. The hen house was cold ana tinny. 
It was not cleaned out for years at 
a time, and their hens were ail ages. 
They aid not get any eggs in winter.

change, and take care of the poultry, 
they first dressed 
the entire lot, o*u 
ana young, and sent them lo market,

they wanted' to start with the 
best 
money could buy. 
Mr. Van Dreser 
says ne could not atloid to breed up 
the old mixed stock tney nud, nut de­ 
sired to take advantage of ail m at nail 
been done in inis line. Toe eggs came 
by express. They were aiioweu to rest 
24 hours after iney 
arrived 
before 
they were put in tne incubator. 
The 
fifth day tney were taken 
out and 
tested. 
The infertile ones were saved 
lo feed to tne young chickens later on 
Of course the eggs were turned each 
day afterw ards, 
'the 18th day, along 
toward night, the chickens began to 
pick their way out of the shells. This 
poultry business was started by Mr. 
Van Dreser partly on account of a boy 
they were bringing up, and he and the 
boy sat up all night, so Interested were 
they, watching tne chickens hatch out. 
All of them were out by the 19th day 
They were left in the incubator 24 
hours. 
The 
chickens 
hatched 
out 
numbered 87 to each IOO eggs, in this 
first trial of tfie Incubator; 76 of these 
were raised, that is, 76 grown chick­ 
ens were obtained from each IOO eggs 
bought. 
In due time the little chick 
ens were transferred to a brooder, of 
course. 
The first incubator was used 
in the house cellar. 
This caused the 
fire Insurance company to cancel their 
policy. 
But Henry says they didn’t 
propose to be stopped by any such 
little m atter. 
They went ahead, but 
were particularly careful about fire. 
Having such good results the first 
time, Mr. Van Dreser was anxious to 
increase 
the business 
rapidly,

educated expert, a graduate of Cor 
nell University, has charge of

business now. 
It bas grown to be so 
large th at one m an’s constant atten­ 
tion is needed. They are now arrang­ 
ing a system of outdoor brooders to 
transfer the young chicks to from the 
brooding bouse. 
How many laying 
hens do you suppose they have 
this 
w inter? 
Tw enty-three hundred. 
Yes, 
a single hen house, built last season. 
to make room for their growing busi­ 
ness, la 365 feet long, 15 feet wide and 
9Mi feet high. The apartm ents Inside 
are 15x16, with Wirt netting for divi­ 
sion walls. 
Nina tons of 
Portland 
cem ent waa used to make the floor 
of this one building. 
So perfectly la 
the building constructed that it never 
get! freezing cold inside. In the center

tru st w ith a nest of eggs. 
If one will 
follow directions carefully the incu­ 
bator and brooder will beat any hens. 


eastern small farm er who 
combine* 
stock raising with his farm ing opera­ 
tions, says Dakota Farmer, 
The big 
stock raisers of the west are constant­ 
ly going east and southeast for their 
bulls and they secure the best animals, 
leaving the second rate bulls for the 
farmers in tholb sections. 
They can 
afford to take the best and pay a high 
price, for w hat they get, if quality is 
commensurate, for 
they have large 
numbers of breeding cows 
in 
their 
herds, but it does not often occur that 
the small farm er can make the same 
sort of transactions, for he has but a 
few head of females and cannot make 
ends meet if he pays as high a price a s 
do the western stockmen.

D igestibility of M ilk. 
Feeds do affect the flavor, but flavor 
and digestibility are different factors, 
and we have no proof at the present 
time that milk from a healthy animal 
fed en clean feed is in any way af­ 
fected as to its digestibility by any 
feed or combination of feeds, says 
Hoard’s Dairyman. 
The same objection th at is made to 
cotton-aeed meal has also been raised 
against ensilage, but Mr. H. B. Curler, 
who is supplying Chicago with a grade 
of milk especially used by children 
and invalids, uses silage freely. 
If 
care is taken to use feeds th at are 
free from strong flavors, or lf high 
flavored foods are fed after the ani­ 
mals are milked, the milk will have 
no other than its natural sweet flavor 
provided that precautions are taken 
as to the cleanliness of the animal, 
stable and vessels holding the milk. 
That there is a difference in the diges­ 
tibility of milk from individual cows 
is well known to every doctor. 
It 
frequently happens th at several ani­ 
mals have to be tried before one Is 
found whose milk is suited to the 
stomach of a delicate child. 
We have 
not yet, however, arrived at the point 
where we can say that any clean food. 
such as 
eotton-seed meal, or other 
feeds of like nature, makes the casein 
of the milk leas digestible, and that 
its use should be discontinued in con­ 
sequence. 
At the same time it should 
be recognized that any food, lf given 
in such quantities as to affect 
the 
health of the animal, will in many 
cases cause the milk to become unfit 
to use.

The state of W ashington bas just 
put into operation a law that will cer­ 
tainly prove effective if it is properly 
enforced. 
It provides 
for 
a state 
brand for both butter and cheese. The 
cheese is to be labelled W ashington 
Full Cream cheese and can bo made 
only from whole milk and m ust con­ 
tain not less than 30 per cent of but­ 
ter fat. 
No cheese is to be made con­ 
taining less than 15 per cent of but­ 
ter fat. 
Filled cheese will be sup­ 
pressed with an Iron hand. A uniform 
butter brand stencil reading “W ash­ 
ington Creamery B utter” is to be is­ 
sued to the creameries and no butter 
made outside of the state can have the 
use of this stencil. 
One good point 
about the new law is that it prohibits 
the buying of oleomargarine by any 
•tate institution. This will put a atop 
to the usa of oleo in the poor bousea 
and other Institutions of like charac­ 
ter. All milk dealers in cities of ovar 
1,000 inhabitants m ust have licenses. 
Process butter may be made, but m ust 
be marked “Renovated Butter.'* 


Utilizing Skim Milk —Bkim-mllk has 
heretofore been almost a waste prod­ 
uct in many creameries. 
It has not 
been utilized to the advantage of either 
the creameryman or patron. Its value 
for feeding purposes has been alm oat 
entirely destroyed, and the farm er who 
offered it to his calves or pigs felt 
alm ost ashamed of himself to think he 
would provide such unwholesome, m is­ 
erable rations for their use. 
But with 
better enlightenment on this subject 
and facilities for doing it in better 
shape, they are beginning to utilize 
bkim-mllk in such a way th at many 
of the farm ers now consider It worth 
from 15 to 20 cents per hundred for 
feeding purposes alone.—Elgin Dairy
